Box: The death of Thomas E. Hay#*, 
jfor many years one of Bfopmfiold’a mo*t 
useful eltlxeoe, came at a Urns when ti»e 
weight ot yaars bud compelled, to a large 
extent, bla withdrawal from public kf 
fairs. But as grievous as was *te»s 
necessity to him, It waa equally so— 
perhaps even more sc—to those 
fti-nd# who knew him Well, and who 
oould mark In blm the Irksomeness of bis 
enforced retirement from many of toe 
tblogs he loved to do, from the affaire 
In wblob he was best versed. 

And yet withal be was well content 
that bis years allowed blm a b~ay day 
at tbe office In tbe tblok of tbe vital 
Interest—the struggle for existence— 
and If in the evening it was the seat by 
tbe fire and the evening pipe, wltn tbe 
sound of publio affairs drifting In at the 
door, be had no complaint.

One might cite In Infinite detail tb 
many services rendered to tbe town b 
loved, beginning with his reoord as co 
mliteeman In tbs early seventies, going 
on to bin activity lo tbe organization ot 
the fire department, bis Incumbency of 
the office of postmaster, tbs Installa¬ 
tion of free postal delivery, and bis work 
as a leader In the looal Republican party;’ 
but these things are known, and speak 
for themselves, and at beet they are 
uolmportant In the minds and hearts of 
those who knew his deeper personality. 

Few -knew this deeper personality. 
The big poetic thoughts of all tbe sing¬ 
ers of the agee filled his mind, but bis 
lips were dumb. He knew not bow to 
voloe the emotions that thrilled him.
